A Philadelphia Times' Waibington 


special says: It is generally unJeratood 
by the anti-bilver people here that ther* 
will be uo legislation suspending the 
coinage of the bilv»r dollar this session, 
or, in fact, this Congress, and ther* 
does not seem to bs tie same concern 
among the advocates of suspension that 
ther* WBB at the opening of the session. 
It bai come to be the prevailing opinion 
among financiers that the moneyed and 
business interests of the country, for 
tb* present, at least, cannot suffer by a 
tailur* to suspend the coinage of «.ilver. 
A prominent banker here, who studied 
the financial situation thoroughly, said: 
"The silver scare is over. The financial 
public," he continued, "has at last dis- 
covered that as long as the balance of 
trade is in our favor, there is no danger 
of any large export of gold. As already 
stated, it is generally conceded by those 
who fnvor suspension, th»t it iii lile to 
expect it from this Congrees, and in the 
present condition of things ther» will 
probably not be any further agitation oi 
the question from them. Strange to 
say, th» principal agitation comei from 
the silver men theuiielvei, vrho have 
everything their cwa way, »nd have 
nothing to f«ar from th» influence of the 
gold-bugs m Congress. Their only 
policy is regM dad as a very simple one 
—to do nothing. The law is all on tb*ir 
side, and no one supposes that the 
policy of the Administration can be 
changed." 


The President'* roMtlmi. 


Th* Sunday Capital publishes the 


following editorial by authority, and it 
reflects the views of the President on

Cleveland. While the vanity of the 
gentlemen in thus utilized by th* attor- 
ney for the Kell Telephone Company, 
th* managers of the latter evidently 
believe that Ur.d Cleveland can be 
ucared out uf his purpose of authoriz- 
ing a suit to test the validity of the Bell 
patents; but they are woefnlly mistaken. 
When will the people get the silly idea 
out of their heads that Mr. Cleveland is 
u man who can be bullied or frightened 
Dy th* extraordinary tactics that ha>v* 
been pursued m lui« uil'.ir, which has 
nimplv resulted in convincing him it is 
of the utmost importance to sacur* th* 
proposed legal test of the great tele 
phone patnats, and the whole power ol 
the Administration will be exerted, il 
aeed be, to secure this result?
